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CITATION 


1. Comdt K Muralidharan (0214-L) joined the Coast Guard on 30 Jul 1988. 
He was awarded flying wings in Jun 1992. The officer proved his mettle and 
earned the coveted Safety Award Insignia for 1500 hrs of accident/incident free 
flying. During his tenure with the NCC Mauritius as a Senior Pilot from Aug 1999 
to Mar 2003, the officer’s dedicated and exemplary service was well recognized 
by the Government of Mauritius, who honoured him with a commendation 
certificate. 

2. On 13 Apr 2004, an SOS call was received from MV Genius Star VI, which 
was dangerously listing to one side, by 30 degrees, 220 NM south of Kolkatta. 
Comdt K Muralidharan was ordered to launch an aircraft immediately for Search 
and Rescue (SAR) mission. The officer prepared flight planning, search planning 
and made other administrative requirements ready within the shortest possible 
time and took off within an hour of intimation. 

3. Since the Super Marec radar was not operational and the only handheld 
Global Positioning System (GPS) available in the aircraft was also intermittent, 
the officer guided the navigator with his experience for executing the meticulously 
planned search with Dead Reckoning (DR) fixing of the aircraft. The effective 
planning resulted in sighting of two lifeboats and one life raft of the distressed 
vessel within 30 minutes of the commencement of search, with survivors. The 
officer contacted all merchant vessels in the nearby vicinity on MMB Channel 16 
and directed them to start heading towards the scene of action to pick up the 
survivors. 

4. A vessel MV Tonghai, which was 18 NM away from the survivors, was 
vectored to the position of the survivors. MV Gilian and MV Lok Maheshwari, 
were also vectored to the survivors. With the rough sea conditions, heavy swell, 
cloud base 1000 ft and visibility just 3-4 NM, it was a challenging task for the 
Dornier to keep all the contacts visual without loosing. The officer, as Captain of 
the aircraft ensured that MV Tonghai picked up all eight survivors found in the 
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survivor’s craft. In the evening, MV Gilian had sighted one more lifeboat in the 
area allocated by the Dornier and picked up four more survivors. 

5. Within two hours of search on the next day early morning, on the latest 
aircraft’s input to the On Scene Commander, the Coast Guard Ship Varaha, had 
put all the rescue units in a very close proximity to the actual position of the 
survivors. Thus CGS Varaha picked up two more survivors floating in the water 
and the Dornier could locate one more survivor in the noon sortie, who was also 
finally picked up by CGS Varaha. By virtue of his unparalleled professional 
competence, exemplary dedication, steely determination and human approach, 
the officer accomplished the SAR mission, wherein 15 lives out of 17 were saved 
within 30 hours from the first launch. 

6. Comdt K Muralidharan was instrumental in precise planning, timely 
launching of only available Dornier and execution of the whole mission in an 
utmost professional manner which speaks very high of the officer's professional 
knowledge and his leadership qualities. Thus Comdt K Muralidharan (0214-L) is 
strongly recommended for the award of Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry). 
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1. Comdt(JG) RK Kadam (0411-J) joined the CG service on 07 Jan 1995. 
The officer is presently appointed onboard CGS Rajkiran since May 2003. 

2. On 10 th Mar 2004, at around 1830 hours, CGS Rajkiran sustained 
underwater hull damage during undocking of the ship at M/s Alang Marine 
Shipyard Ltd. Gogha, Bhavnagar. The underwater damage resulted in flooding 
of the victualling compartment and the ship trimmed heavily forward with forward 
draught increasing to 2.6 mtrs from 1.9 mtrs. Any further ingress could have 
destabiiized the vessel, endangering life and property onboard. The officer 
immediately assessed the imminent danger to the vessel as the water level 
reached 10 Ft from the keel of victualling compartment and water ingressed into 
wardroom, CO’s cabin, EXO’s cabin by 02 Ft. The victualling store, which is 
separated from wardroom by wooden deck, is accessible by a small hatch of size 
1 Ft x 1 Ft. It was a difficult task to go inside the compartment to assess and plug 
the hole under the depth of 10 Ft. Comdt(JG) RK Kadam, (0411-J), being part of 
damage control team, volunteered to go inside the victualling compartment 
through the small hatch to assess the damaged area/hole. 

3. He dived several times inside the compartment without diving 
equipment/gears by holding breath. T he strong pressure of water made difficult 
to assess the hole. Despite unfavorable conditions, the officer’s dedicated efforts 
finally succeeded in locating the damaged underwater area and the hole was 
plugged, which restricted the heavy inflow of water and saved the ship from 
possible danger. 

4. The resilience and leadership quality, displayed by the officer without 
caring for his personal comfort during the entire operation is in keeping with the 
highest tradition of the Coast Guard and the service motto “We Protect". For the 
gallantry effort and service rendered by Comdt (JG) RK Kadam(0411-J), the 
officer is recommended for the award of Tatrakeak Medal(Gallantry). 
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CITATION 

1. NK Dabar, Adh(AP) (00784-M) joined the CG service on 03 Jun 1986 and 
was inducted as an aircrew diver on 12 Jan 1992. During his career of 18 years 
in the Coast Guard, the Subordinate Officer had been entrusted with various 
important appointments. The Subordinate Officer was reverted to his parent 
cadre on 28 Oct 2003 on termination of stipulated time period of aircrew 
specialization. Presently, Dabar is attached with the Regional Diving Cell, 
Regional Headquarters (A&N) at Port Blair. 

2. The Subordinate Officer has been consistently displaying exceptional 
intelligence, ingenuity, rare presence of mind and resourcefulness while dealing 
with complex situations. In last one year of his tenure as Air Crew Diver(ACD) 
when Helo undertook antipoaching operations, Dabar was instrumental in 
locating two Burmese dinghies hidden in Landfall island, the northernmost island 
of A&N and saving five fishermen stranded off Port Blair. 

3. On 14 Apr 2004, at around 0230 hrs, the diving cell of Regional 
Headquarters (A&N) received the message regarding flooding of CGS Bhikhaiji 
Gama at Campbell Bay. Within an hour, after the receipt of message, Dabar was 
airlifted to undertake the diving operation. Dabar alongwith fellow diver 
straightway got into action and commenced the diving operation by 0800 hrs 
same day. Dabar with his keen sense of observation identified and located the 
hole, just about six inches above the keel. Water was gushing in rapidly and 
making the hole wider. Dabar prepared the putty and plugged the hole. After 
about 35 minutes of herculean efforts by him, the flow of water was reduced. In 
order to ensure safe passage of the ship to Port Blair, he dived again to check 
other parts of keel and found another crack on the other side of the keel. The 
plugging process was repeated and finally by afternoon complete bottom search 
was carried out which revealed that the putty was holding and there was no 
further ingress of water. The total diving operation lasted for about four hours. 
The persistent diving operations finally avoided a possible catastrophe and made 
the ship capable of being safely towed back to Port Blair. The success of this 
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mission shows the courage, initiative, ingenuity and professionalism of the 
individual. 

4. The exemplary courage with total disregard to personal safety displayed 
by the Subordinate Officer in a true professional way is in keeping with the high 
traditions of the Coast Guard service. In recognition there of, NK Dabar, 
Adh(AP) (00784-M) is strongly recommended for award of Tatrakshak 
Medal (Gallantry).

1. Jogender Singh, P/Nvk(AL), a Ship Diver, (01265-Z) joined the CG service 
on 28 Apr 1987. He has been carrying out his duties in an exemplary manner as 
ship diver(SD) in addition to his primary duty of Air Electrical supervisor since 26 
Nov 1989.

J Singh 
and his buddy got into action as soon as they reached the ship. After his fellow 
diver identified the point of ingress, J Singh dived and applied putty to plug the 
hole when water was gushing in and widening the hole, making the situation 
worse. Gritting his teeth to the task, J Singh dived for thirty-five minutes and 
applied the putty successfully, which immediately stemmed the flow. J Singh’s 
keen instinct and sense of duty took him around the keel to inspect the 
surrounding area and as a result of his alertness he was able to notice another 
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crack three inches above the keel. The whole process of arresting the 
underwater crack was repeated and finally by afternoon complete bottom search 
was carried out, which revealed that putty was holding and there was no further 
ingress of water. The total diving operation lasted for about four hours. The 
persistent diving operations finally avoided a possible catastrophe and made the 
ship capable of being safely towed back to Port Blair. The success of this 
mission shows the courage, initiative, ingenuity and professionalism of the 
individuals. 

4. in accomplishing the mission successfully J Singh, P/Nvk has once again 
shown professional acumen, dedication, devotion to duty and unmatched 

courage. The sailor is strongly recommended for award of Tatrakshak
